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Major California Fires Draw Hams

he last week of August brought the fire danger to it’s 

fullest of the season from Sacramento to the Oregon 
border. Dry lightning caused more than four hundred fires 
in this area 500 miles north-to-south and half that area east- 
to-west. Thunderstorms generated lightning but little or no 
rain to slow the fires. All northern California counties were 
hit. 


The fires expanded so fast that lookouts and fire- 
spotting aircraft missed new fires. More than eight thousand 
firefighters eventually participated in putting the fires down. 
Three thousand support staff joined them, more than a thou- 
sand pieces of apparatus and more than a hundred aircraft. 
Native American “smokejumpers” were brought to the scene 
from New Mexico. 


The most damaging fire of the year began Saturday, 
October 16th in Jones Valley just northeast of Redding. It 
went to 24,000 acres in 14 hours and destroyed 124 homes 
and 250 outbuildings. It was whipped by winds up to 
SOMPH. One firefighter was killed. Thousands of residents 
were evacuated. RACES/ARES again assisted the Califor- 
nia Department of Forestry with health and welfare, logistics 
and administrative traffic over a three day period. On Octo- 
ber 23rd the fire was still being worked by over one thou- 
sand personnel who will remain on it for another week or so. 


Amateur Radio provided major communications assis- 
tance at evacuation centers and as liaison with the American 
Red Cross. Remote base stations volunteered their facilities 
to allow 440 MHz links where other communications failed. 
Traffic was handled on VHF and HF as well. Digital modes 
were employed with great success. In all over the fires 
there were 110 hams involved, 22 on the last fire. 


Jerry Boyd, K6BZ, reported these learnings after the 
this year’s fire service: : 


Regularly test equipment and set ups dedicated to emergency 
use; Plain text and plain English is recommended for emer- 
gency comms; Use of tactical callsigns with legal IDs expe- 
dited traffic and helped avoid confusion where calls were 
unfamiliar; Having a personal “survival kit” with water and 
transportable food assures personal needs will be met in 
longer term assignments; Sites with pre-erected VHF an- 
tenna and power sources of known reliability fared better 
than those where “field day” tactics were required.

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Ricky to the rescue! 
From ARRL Letter 


10-year-old California amateur recently used Ham 
radio to help save the life of an injured fellow ama- 
teur. As a result, Ricky Rothbart, KF6VSH, of San 
Rafael, California, who only got his Technician ticket in 
April, received a Public Service commendation from the 
ARRL. He also gained a new appreciation of Amateur 
Radio’s emergency service potential. 


On 28 August, Ricky was in the family car head- 
ing home from a trip to Los Angeles. "Ricky was in the 
back seat absorbed in monitoring his favorite frequen- 
cies on his HT", his dad, George Rothbart, KF6VSG, re- 
lates. "At about 6:10 PM, he suddenly said, ‘Hey Dad, 
there’s a guy on the radio who is bleeding all over the 
place and needs help!’." 


It turned out the other Amateur Radio operator 
had sliced his arm with plate glass and was bleeding pro- 
fusely and asking on-the-air for medical help. The in- 
jured Ham, Mike Lewis, KF6YDN, apparently was mo- 
bile in a remote area of Pittsburg, California, at the time 
and his cell phone was not working. 


Ricky immediately replied, identifying himself 
and requesting the man’s location and additional details. 
George Rothbart got on his cell phone, contacted a fam- 
ily member as Lewis had requested, then dialed 911. 
With Ricky working the emergency on his HT — the 
Rothbarts were able to give the 911 dispatcher all the 
necessary information. "By the time the emergency 
was over, three other amateurs had joined us on the fre- 
quency," George Rothbart said, "but it was Ricky that 
got the vital information to relay it to me in the front seat 
with the cell phone." 


The Rothbarts’ never got to meet Lewis face-to- 
face. Attempts to contact Lewis by telephone were un- 
successful. George Rothbart says that when he and his 
son were studying for their exams earlier this year, he’d 
told Ricky that someday he might be able to use his new 
skills to save property or life. While he hardly thought it 
possible then, he’s now a firm believer. "I found that 
Amateur Radio still works great, and through Amateur 
Radio a 10-year old can make a difference," he said. 
Both George and Ricky Rothbart are ARRL members.

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Report Storm Damage 


Weather Spotters Help Document Storm Damage 


o you remember how the Dec 12, 1995 wind 

storm damaged your county? Perhaps. Do you 

recall the type of damage that occurred with the 

Nov 13, 1981 wind storm? Probably not as 
well. The National Weather Service maintains a record of 
the weather’s damaging affects in its Storm Data publica- 
tion. Storm Data is available on-line. These records are 
nearly as important to the Weather Service mission as the 
forecast of the storm itself. Data are used by meteorolo- 
gists to gauge the threat of future storms, by disaster plan- 
ners to who need to understand relative risks, by insurance 
companies who need an objective documentation of a 
storms potential, and by the general public. YOU CAN 
HELP. 


Even if you don’t provide a weather report at the 
time of a storm, pass along information about what damage 
occurred in your area afterward. Did your neighbors barn 
collapse from weight of snow? Did Mill Creek flood the 
basement of the Church? At what time did tide waters 
gross Highway 101? Specific details are very, very helpful. 
-ctures that you can share, or video tape, are a great con- 
tribution. 


These after-the-fact damage reports may be mailed 
in a plain old letter. This is helpful because it provides the 
Weather Service with a written record. Training as a 
weather spotter is available. See article on a scheduled 
training session elsewhere in this issue of The Oscillator. 
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Solar maximum prediction

Sox maximum prediction: Solar physicist David Hathaway at 
the Marshall Space Flight Center says he expects the current 
solar cycle to peak by mid-2000. "The projected peak is compa- 
rable to, but lower than the peaks of the last two maxima--1989 
and 1978," Hathaway says. 


One thing is for sure: As the geomagnetic activity in- 
creases so do the chances of more geomagnetic storms. While 
there will be more disturbances, those in the mid-latitudes will 
"ve the unique opportunity to see some spectacular Sights that 
- normally visible during these times only in the higher 
latitudes. 
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Universal Licensing System 
Update 


Carl WS7L, OTVARC VE Team Liaison 


he new Universal Licensing System (ULS) has 

been in place for Amateur Use since August. 

The OTVARC VE session in early August oc- 

curred shortly After the FCC deadline for VE 
session applications to be processed through the ULS. 
There were some glitches in getting the system up and go- 
ing, with a resulting delay of about three weeks for those 
patient licensees-in-waiting. Our most recent session saw 
much better results. Mailed 4 Oct, received by ARRL 6 
Oct, transmitted to FCC on 11 Oct, and licenses appeared 
in the FCC database on 12 Oct. We will hope for this kind 
of tumaround to continue. 


I have had mixed reports from people who’ve tried 
to register or otherwise use the ULS database. I have per- 
sonally had no problem with it. I’ve conducted a number 
of license searches without difficulty. The one thing to 
watch for with searches is that Vanity calls are in a differ- 
ent database category (HV) than regular licenses (HA). Be 
sure to select both or you may find only the canceled regu- 
lar license of someone who now holds a vanity call. 


I easily registered myself on line with ULS, but I 
have not yet had the opportunity to conduct any license 
modifications nor have I spoken with anyone who has. I 
will be interested to hear your experiences, good or bad, 
with this process and I will also be glad to assist you with 
it. The system is a bit awkward at present as you cannot 
get into the application pages over the Web. You must use 
direct dial-in to the FCC for that, and their web site con- 
tains detailed instructions for configuring your software to 
do this. They do expect to have web access sometime next 
year. 


Several changes come about as a result of ULS. 
The venerable form 610 Is being phased out in favor of 
form 605. Form 605 is primarily for electronic use, al- 
though a printed version is available. It applies to all eire- 
less services, not just hams, and for this reason is quite 
longer than the 610. You can continue using form 610 for 
address changes, renewals, etc. Through January 2000, but 
you must write your Social Security number across the top 
of the form. 


After that time, all actions will be through the ULS 
database and these will best be conducted on line. Once 
they get their web access up this shouldn’t be an obstacle 
as anyone can get on the web either through a friend or at 
a public library, Internet cafe, etc. In the interim, your 
best bet would be to get with a friend who has a modem 
and a web browser, and is willing to set up the required 
software settings to access the site.

Conference 
From ARRL Letter 


ake 18th ARRL-TAPR Digital Communications 
Conference held in Phoenix offered a vision of Ama- 
teur Radio where individual ham bands are irrelevant. 
Some 150 digital enthusiasts attended the sessions 
held in late September. 


The wave of the future could be ultra wide 
band, according to Conference speaker, and an ARRL 
Pacific Division Assistant Director, Dewayne Hen- 
dricks, WA8DZP. Ultra wideband --or UWB-- is re- 
lated to new methods of spectrum sharing among 
large numbers of users. During a forum Hendricks de- 
scribed UWB as akin to a group of people sharing a 
large house rather than each owning smaller, separate 
houses. The FCC initiated a Notice of Inquiry last 
year seeking comment on UWB issues. 


ARRL Southwest Division Vice Director Art 
Goddard, W6XD, says Hendricks' DCC presentation 
suggested that the notion of individual Amateur Radio 
bands could become irrelevant in a UWB era, where 
software-driven equipment and spectrum sharing pro- 
tocols would determine what frequency or frequencies 
best suit the desired communication at that particular 
moment. 


As in the past, this year's DCC saw the intro- 
duction of new and improved versions of APRS. Hor- 
zepa said that Rob Wittner, KZSRW, demonstrated a 
work-in-progress version of APRS/CE for handheld 
computers running the Windows CE operating sys- 
tem.

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International Space Station

he International Space Station spent a quiet 
period in orbit with flight controllers in 
Houston and Moscow monitoring onboard systems, 


while verifying backup command links through 
NASA's communications network. 


One of the routine systems checks aboard the 
station included verifying the Unity module's early 
communications system is available for backup com- 
manding to the Zarya. This is done by sending com- 
mands to Zarya via the communications system 
housed inside Unity using NASA'sTracking and Data 
Relay Satellite (TDRS) System. Both control centers 
in Houston and Korolev (outside Moscow) sent com- 
mands to Zarya through Unity. 


Other station systems checked included the on- 
board motion control system used to refine the spin 
rate of the ISS -- which is currently about three tenths 
of a degree per second. This maintains even tempera- 
tures on the overall structure and minimizes propel- 
lant usage to maintain orientation. Also, the batteries 
used to harness the sun's energy for electrical systems 
are cycling as expected with the exception of battery 
1, which remains disconnected from the system. 


NASA now says the space shuttle Atlantis flight-- 
mission STS-101--that will carry the initial Amateur Radio 
gear into space for the International Space Station will 
launch no earlier than February 10, 2000. The flight trans- 
porting the VHF and UHF hand-held transceivers and asso- 
ciated antennas and accessories to the ISS had been sched- 
uled to launch in December. 


In August, key antenna hardware for the Amateur 
Radio on the International Space Station project headed for 
NASA's Goddard Space Flight Center to undergo integra- 
tion and flight qualification testing. The initial ham gear 
will support amateur operation from the ISS on voice and 
AFSK packet on 2 meters and 70 cm. 


Circling the Earth every 92 minutes, the ISS is 
orbiting at an altitude with a high point of 248 statute 
miles and a low point of 230 statute miles. Space Sta- 
tion viewing opportunities worldwide are available on 
the Internet at:

Shows Slow Growth 
From WSYI Report 


A exes to Amateur Radio census statis- 
tics cited in the October 15, 1999, WSYI 
Report, US licensee growth has nearly stalled over- 
all during the past year. The WSYI numbers -- 
which exclude hams whose licenses have expired 
but remain within the two-year grace period--show 
675,739 US licensees as of September 30, 1999. 


While that's up by more than 3000 hams 
over the same month in 1998, the number repre- 
sents less than one-half percent growth. The num- 
ber of US amateurs peaked over the past year at 
676,318 at the end of July. 


Looking at the numbers by license class, 
only Technician showed substantial growth -- up 
by more than 10,500 from a year earlier. Tech Plus 
and Amateur Extra classes rose slightly too, but the 
numbers were down slightly for Advanced and 
General, and the number of Novice licensees de- 


~~ clined by more than 5100 over the past year.
